South Simcoe Deputy Police Chief A1 
Cheesman is retiring; his last day on 
the job was Valentine’s Day, February 
14. 

It brings to an end a 41-year career 
in policing that began with the York 
Regional Police, and has spanned the 
evolution of policing in South Simcoe. 

Cheesman moved to Bradford with 
his family in 1975, and in 1980 joined 
the small Bradford Police Service. 

Over the years, he has seen the force 
change, from a small-town local 
force to the larger Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Police Service after 
Bradford and West Gwillimbury Twp. 
were amalgamated in 1991 - and then 
the further amalgamation of BWG and 
Innisfll Police, in 1996, to form South 
Simcoe Police. 

'Tve planned on leaving for a while,” 
he says. "It’s time - we want to do 
a little travelling, while we’re still 
“young” enough to enjoy it.” 

Staff at South Division in Bradford 


organized an informal Retirement 
Party on February 13. Police Chief 
Rick Beazley and other South Simcoe 
officers attended, as did members of 
the Police Services Board, including 
chair Sharon Villani; and several 
officers who had their start in 
Bradford, but have moved on to other 
Police forces. 

Former Mayor Frank Jonkman Sr. 
also dropped in. to congratulate the 
Deputy Chief and wish him well in 
retirement. 

"I worked with A1 for almost two 
years now, and I can’t think of 
anyone better for the job," said Chief 
Beazley, wishing his Deputy “the best” 
retirement.

Are you a suspended driver? 


On Feb. 13, around 6:30 
p.m., police received a 911 
call, reporting a suspected 
Impaired Driver on Holland 
St. W. in Bradford. Officers 
located the vehicle and 
found the female driver, 
a 48 year old Bradford 
woman, to be sober - but 
her licence had been 
suspended for failing to 
pay previous traffic tickets. 
She was charged with Drive 
While Under Suspension, 
and released with a court 
date in March. 

Police remind drivers 
that if they are issued a 
traffic ticket in Ontario, 
they must respond - or 


face suspension. On the 
back of every ticket there 
is detailed information on 
the options, from pleading 
“not guilty” to paying the 
fine. If there is no response, 
MTO will usually send 
notice in the mail, advising 
of the suspension; if caught 

you face fines of $1,000 to 
$5,000 on conviction, for 
a 1st offence, and $2,000 
to $5,000 for subsequent 
offences (within a 5 year 
period). The Courts can 
also order up to 6 months 
in jail, and a further licence 
suspension for a minimum 
of 6 months. 


INDIAN RIVER DIRECT 
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Domestic assault 

On Feb. 12, around 4:20 p.m.. South 
Simcoe Police responded to a report 
of an assault at a Bradford residence. 

A woman was visiting a friend’s 
house, when her bojrtriend came 
over to argue. During the argument, 
he grabbed her by the throat. The 
man fled, and was arrested at his 
home a short time later. The 33 year 
old Bradford male faces charges of 
Domestic Assault, and Breach of 
Recognizance. He was held overnight 
for a Bail Hearing. The woman was not 
injured during the assault. 

On Feb. 13, an argument between a 
man and his girlfriend at a Bradford 
home became heated. The man 
agreed to leave to calm down, but 
returned minutes later and forced 
his way into the home. Once inside, 
he allegedly assaulted his girlfriend. 
Police were called, and the man fled. 
He was located a short distance away 
and arrested. The 34 year old Bradford 
man is facing a charge of Assault. 

If you, or anyone you know, is in 
an abusive domestic relationship. 
Officers are available 24 hours a 
day to assist, and Victim Services 
are available, to help with housing, 
counselling and advice. 

No Insurance? 

A 43 year old Innisfll woman is facing 
a hefty fine after her husband was 
pulled over for driving her uninsured 
vehicle in Alcona, on Feb. 5. An 
officer monitoring traffic on Innisfil 
Beach Rd around noon observed 
the Chevrolet Tahoe and discovered 
via computer check that the vehicle 
was uninsured. The officer pulled 
the vehicle over and investigated the 
driver - and the registered owner, who 
was seated in the passenger seat at the 
time. She was issued a summons on 
charges of Owner-Permit Operation 
of Vehicle without Insurance, 
under the Compulsory Automobile 
Insurance Act. If convicted she faces a 
MINIMUM fine of $5,000. In Ontario, 
all vehicles must be insured for third- 
party liability, for at least $200,000 
- covering possible injury or property 
damage to others. Collision insurance 
to cover damage to your own vehicle 
is a good idea, but not required by law. 
Always carry the insurance slip for the 
vehicle you are driving. 

Assault Police 

On Feb. 16, around noon, Police 
were called to a home in Innisfil. 

The landlord reported a tenant 
had threatened her, and kicked at 
her and her dog. The tenant was 
located - intoxicated, despite being 
on a probation order to abstain from 
alcohol. She was arrested and taken to 
South Division, where she deliberately 
banged her head on the wall - and 
then assaulted the police officer who 
was attending to her injury. A 25 
year old Innisfil woman was held in 
custody, facing charges of Assault, 
Threatening, Assault Police, and two 
counts of Breach of Probation. 
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Town tallies waste collection costs 


When the County of Simcoe unveiled its 
new waste management program last year, 
it was proud to announce that there would 
be 9 yard waste collections scheduled, for 
all of its 16 member municipalities - 4 in the 
spring, in April and May, and 5 in the fall, 
from October into December. 

Unfortunately, there were no collections 
scheduled after the May 24 long-weekend 
- the traditional start of gardening season 
in south-central Ontario - and none at all 
during the summer months. Residents were 
told to compost, take their yard waste to the 
dump, or hang on to it until October. 

Many simply put their yard waste bags out 
at the curb. 

It was the Town’s Public Works 
Department that went around and picked 
up the bags, before they decomposed and 
left an unsightly mess - and on February 18, 
Town Council received a report estimating 
the cost of that collection. 


The report suggested that Town staff spent 
260 hours during the summer months 
collecting yard waste, at a cost of $6,000. 
Add in machine costs, and the total came to 
$11,500 in 2013. 

The report also looked at the cost of 
picking up Christmas trees, in the weeks 
following Christmas 2012: a whopping 
$23,500, in manpower and machine time. 

In all, the report concluded, the Town 
spent $35,000 in 2013 on "issues that 
are not directly related to the Town’s 
responsibility," attempting to bridge the gap 
between the service offered by the County 
“and the needs of Town residents.” 

“We’re challenged with a few 
waste management issues in Town,” 
acknowledged manager of Development 
and Acting Town Manager Geoff McKnight. 
But, he assured Council, “County staff are 
completely committed to working with us.” 

There was praise for the County's large 


item collection system, whereby residents 
can call to arrange a pick-up of up to 5 
bulky items for only $35, “and it doesn’t end 
up in the ditch,” said Councillor Gary Lamb 
- but there was also a suggestion that the 
County could make some improvements. 

"We need to get the County onside to do a 
better job,” said Councillor James Leduc. 

“The timing of yard waste collection... 

We can’t predict when the first snowfall is 
going to be, we can’t predict when the last 
snowfall is going to be,” noted Mayor White. 
“All in all, waste management at the County 
is a Good News story... I give the County 
very high marks, but certainly not perfect.” 

Staff were instructed to keep working with 
the County, to deal with the issues. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer pointed out that 
Christmas tree collection is now a County 
responsibility; the Town should not have 
the $23,500 expenditure in 2014. 


County receives awards 

Simcoe County received recognition 
from the Municipal Waste Association 
and The Recycling Council of Ontario 
in 2013 for its waste collection and 
diversion programs, and for its 
educational efforts promoting its new 
initiatives. 

The County received a Gold Awards 
for the multi-media “It's Coming” 
campaign, introducing changes to the 
waste collection program and schedules, 
and for its ongoing diversion of waste 
from landfill. 

And for the 4th straight year, Simcoe 
County was ranked in the top 10 of 230 
municipalities in waste diversion, by 
Datacall. The County was ranked 7th 
in the province, with a diversion rate of 
57.65%. 

Topping the poll was the City of 
Guelph, which diverted 67.72% of its 
waste from landfill. 
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Steady as she goes... 


Hie Federal Budget, released 
February 11, has been described 
as a "safe budget” - no big ticket 
expenditures, no massive cuts, but 
a commitment to returning to a 
balanced budget in 2015. 

“It’s a steady-as-she-goes budget, 
keeping on the path," said MP for 
York-Simcoe Peter Van Loan - a 
budget that continues to focus on 
the economy, job creation, and debt 
reduction "without any significant 
tax increases. And we actually have 
done it without significant cuts." 

Instead, the federal government 
has followed a path of what Van 
Loan called “incrementalism" - 
holding the line on expenditures, 
merging services, reducing costs by 
eliminating redundancies, "carefully 
and methodically.” 

The Budget foresees a savings, over 
the next 6 years, of $7.4 Billion, by 
reducing its share of the pension and 
benefit package payments for public 
servants. At the moment, federal 
employees pay 25% of the cost; they 
will be asked to agree to a 50-50 split 
with their employer - something that 
admittedly will require negotiations 
with the unions. 

For the rest, the Conservatives 
plan to hold the line on spending. 
Although no large-scale layoffs 
are planned, Departments will be 
expected to "do more with less.” 

There are some areas of new 
spending outlined in the budget. 
There is an additional $1.5 Billion 
ear-marked for grants to universities, 
to go to areas that “create long-term 
economic advantages for Canada.” 

MP Van Loan noted that Canada 
currendy has the lowest contribution 
from private companies for Research 
and Development, “and the highest 
government contribution.” Although 
die announcement does nothing to 
change that imbalance, he suggested 
that die new funding is a key part of 
Canada’s commitment to ensuring 
that the oil sands development, 
for example, will have a “net 
environmental benefit, economic 
benefit and global benefit.” 


As for encouraging the industry to 
ante up a greater share of R & D costs, 
Van Loan suggested, “a lot of that is 
happening” anyway, as researchers 
“look for partnerships to extend their 
funding.” 

Van Loan also identified two areas 
of especial interest to the Youth 
of his riding: the introduction of 
Apprenticeship Loans, to provide 
support for young people who want 
to pursue an apprenticeship, rather 
than college or university; and the 
elimination of the value of a student's 
vehicle, when calculating eligibility 
for student loans. 

With no college or university within 
the Riding, students wishing to 
attend post-secondary education 
but still live at home need a car - but 
in the past have been forced to sell 
their vehicles, in order to qualify for 

As for the claims of student 
organizations that the decision does 
nothing to reduce debt-load on 
students, the MP pointed out that it is 
the province that sets tuition fees. 

The conflict between federal and 
provincial jurisdictions is almost a 
sub-text in the federal budget. 

The Provincial Liberal Government 
of Kathleen Wynne responded to 
the budget with an attack on the 
federal government, claiming that 
the province is losing $641 million 
in transfer payments, for Health 
Care, environmental protection and 
community safety-plus $205.4 
million in funding to reduce wait 
times for key surgeries. 

However, MP Van Loan noted that 
the $205.4 million was supposed 
to be a one-time infusion of cash, 
to allow provinces to eliminate the 
backlog for some surgeries - and 
never intended to be part of on-going 
funding. 

As for the criticism, "It seems to 
be something they’re doing a lot of 
lately,” Van Loan said. “It’s kind of 
sad that Ontario’s decided to be a 
have-not province.” He noted that 
since 2010, “provincial transfers have 
gone up 120%."

No point to HCD meeting 
in Bond Head 

To the editor: Your article, Heritage Matters 
in BWG (Jan. 30) begs a response on various 

The proposed public meeting on a Heritage 
Conservation District for Bond Head will NOT 
provide Council with an accurate indication 
of public interest - far from it. People will be 
invited to speak at this meeting with little 
or no knowledge of an HCD. Without the 
presence of qualified professionals, who can 
clearly and accurately explain the pros and 
cons and important details surrounding the 
creation of an HCD, the public will be unable 
to make informed decisions that will be of any 
value to Council. 

Such a public meeting could send the wrong 
message to Council, who may refuse to 
approve a proper, government-approved HCD 
study. A similar public meeting was held in 
the Bond Head Community Hall several years 
ago; there is no advantage in having another. 

We can all be accused of taking shortcuts 
or reinventing the wheel, especially where 
money is involved, but what is really 
accomplished? Part 5 of the Ontario Heritage 
Act states very clearly that to create a Heritage 
Conservation District, a government- 
approved study must be undertaken. As 
anyone who attended the Cookstown HCD 
meetings know, such a study lays out in 
great detail all the steps necessary to fully 
engage and Inform the public. The first public 
meeting is an information session only. 

What we urgently need is a study that will 
produce meaning results, to help Council in 
making the right decisions. Surely Bond Head, 
with its unique legacy of heritage and history, 
is deserving of no less. 

Since this badly misguided plan will 
predictably be to the detriment of any 
effort to preserve Bond Head’s heritage, I 
would respectfully urge the BWG Heritage 
Committee to abandon this idea, and to 


redirect their energies toward a proper HCD 
Study. Congratulations to Deputy Mayor 
Rob Keffer, the lone member of Council to 
recognize the folly of such a meeting.

Raising the Red Ensign for Heritage Week 



February 17-23 is Ontario Heritage 
Week, and to mark the occasion, the 
Innisfil Heritage Committee joined Cecilia 
Bums, owner of The Original Flag Store in 
Thornton, in raising a historic flag at the 
Innisfil Town Hall. 

The flag was the 1924 version of 
the Canadian Red Ensign. The flag 
incorporates the Union Jack of Great 
Britain, 3 lions of London, the Lion 
rampant of Scotland, Harp of Ireland and 
Fleur-de-lis - but unlike the standard 
version of the Red Ensign, the 3 maple 
leaves at the bottom of the crest are not 
red, but green. 

Bums, a “vexillologist” - or flag expert - 
explained that while green was perhaps 
more realistic, it was not popular, and the 


flag was changed back the following year. 

The leaves remained red until 1965, 
when the Red Ensign was replaced by 
today’s red and white Maple Leaf flag. 

As the 1924 Red Ensign was raised, on 
February 14, Bums noted, “It’s the first 
time I’ve seen that flag flown." The flag will 
be on display in the lobby of the Innisfil 
Town Hall during Heritage Week. 

Burns talked about the importance 
of flags, and how much more seriously 
people took the national symbol, in the 
past. The Red Ensign was designed to be 
flown on land; there was a “Blue Ensign,” 
with a blue background, that was to be 
flown only on the water. The penalty 
for flying the Blue Ensign on land was a 
$2,000 fine, or 21 days in jail.

When Steve Jenkins and his partner 
adopted "Esther” the pig, they thought 
she was a “mini-pig," and would grow 
no bigger than a large dog. 

They brought her into their home, 
introduced her to their dogs and cats, 
trained to her use a litter box, and to 
use the stairs. 

As it turns 
out, Esther 
was not a 
mini-pig. Not 
quite at her 
frill weight, 

Esther now 
weighs 400 lbs. 

-but it hasn't 
changed how 
Jenkins feels 
about his 
unusual pet. 

In fact, on December 4, he started 
posting videos on Facebook and 
YouTube of his pig in action, under the 
heading, "Esther die Wonder Pig” 

The postings were originally just 
for family and friends, but “Esther 
the Wonder Pig” now has a following 
of about 92,000 on Facebook, over 
250,000 views on YouTube, and calls 
from organizations like PETA. 

“This was an animal that was 
destined for a dinner plate,” Jenkins 
told a group at Wishing Well Sanctuary 
in Bradford on February 15, as part 
of a special Family Day event. But the 
videos show an animal that is loving, 
playful, and intelligent. 

People keep asking Jenkins how he 
trained Esther. “I don’t know. I don't 
know what the secret is,” he admitted. 
"We just took her in, we treated her 
like the dogs, we loved her.... We 
got to know a pig, and it changed 


everything." 

He wants people to realize just 
how intelligent pigs are, and how the 
treatment of animals raised for food is 
“so beyond unacceptable." Ultimately, 
he hopes, it will encourage people to 

a personal 
choice, but 
we’re hoping 

this... will bring 
changes. It’s 
the softest, 
most delicate 
way that we 
can push this 
idea across.” 

Jenkins is 
now looking 
for a country 
property in the Georgetown area, 
to provide more space for Esther 
and eventually, establish an animal 
sanctuary. 

He invites everyone to check out 


“You’ll fall in love with her, just as we 
did." 

But he has two pieces of advice, for 
anyone thinking about adopting a 
pig as a pet: Check out the By-laws in 
your area first; and if you can’t adopt, 
“sponsor an animal at a shelter!" 

In addition to the introduction to 
Esther the Wonder Pig, the Family Day 
event also provided a tour of Wishing 
Well Sanctuary, located on the 10th 
Line of BWG, and an opportunity to 
meet the animals that have found a 
safe haven, including horses, chickens, 
goats, sheep - and pigs.

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Taking Madi's fight 
to Queen’s Park 


Madi Vanstone is taking 
her fight to Queen’s Park. 

Madi, 12, has a rare form 
of Cystic Fibrosis, caused by 
a gene mutation. 

The good news is that she 
is in the 4% of CF patients 
who benefit from a new 
drug, Kalydeco. 

The bad news is that the 
drug costs over $300,000 
per year, and is not covered 
byOHIP. 

The family's insurance 
benefits pay 50% of the 
bill; the pharmaceutical 
company has agreed to 
pick up 30% - but that still 
leaves the Vanstone family 
struggling to find 20% of the 
cost, over $60,000 per year. 

Madi’s school and 
community have rallied 
around the Sir William 
Osier Public School student, 
with fundraisers and Galas - 
and Madi has begun taking 
Kalydeco, with remarkable 

But pan-provincial 
negotiations over the price 
are going slowly, and OHIP 
is on record as saying 
that the drug is not “cost 
effective.” 

Harsh words if you are the 
mother of a child with CF. 

So the Vanstones have 


launched a petition, calling 
on the Minister of Health 
and Long -term care to 
take “immediate action 
to expedite listing the 
drug” in the province’s 
drug formulary, so that the 
treatment will be available 
to Ontario families. 

One in every 3,600 
children bom in Canada 
has CF. It is the most 
common fatal genetic 
disease affecting Canadian 
kids and young adults, 
affecting primarily the 
lungs and digestive system. 
Kalydeco improves the 
function of the defective 
gene in 3-4% of cases, 
leading to improved health 
and longer life - for those 
able to afford it.

Times. On March 3, Madi 
and her family will be 
delivering the petitions, 
and a strong message, to 
Queen’s Park.

Leisure discounts for Srs. 


The Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury’s 
Leisure Services 
department has been 
asked to provide free 
access to the walking 
track at the new BWG 
Leisure Centre, for Senior 
residents. 

The problem. Director 
of Leisure Services Tom 
Graham told Council on 
Feb. 18, is that the track 
is an integral part of the 
fitness area. Access to the 
track also means access 
to the Aerobics room, 
the strength-training 
equipment, and other 
facilities on the “warm” 
side of the building. 

Rather than provide 
free access. Leisure 
Services has suggested an 
expansion of its existing 


discount programs and 
partnerships, to offset 
costs for low-income 
seniors. 

The Town already 
provides a 50% discount 
through the Ontario Social 
Assistance Program, 
which has provided access 
for 30 individuals, and 
through the Canadian Tire 
Jumpstart program, which 
has assisted 25 families. 
Graham proposed that the 
discounts be extended to 
any low-income seniors 
that apply, reducing 
the price of a monthly 
membership to only $16. 
He promised mat me 
application process would 
be highly confidential, 
and sensitively handled.
